Fifteen charges of reckless driving 
and two charges of aggravated assault 
and battery, growing out of autom o­ 
bile crashes on highways in Adams 
county over the week-end, were made 
in informations laid 
before

of the reckless driving charges, all 
of them preferred by motor patrol­ 
men, were for violations of the high­ 
way 
laws 
and 
include 
speeding, 
running with cut-out open, passing 
intersections at greater than the legal 
rate of speed and failing to give sig­ 
nals at road intersections. 
The aggravated assault and battery 
charges were laid by Miss R ate Briel, 
G ettysburg, state nurse, against Isaac 
Kinhom, Elizabeth, New Jersey, and

against LeRoy W. Guyer. Gettysburg. 
HOO Car Damage 
The accident in which Miss Briel 
figured occurred on 
the 
Baltimore 
'pike Saturday afternoon, as «hc and 
her brother were driving south. 
Ein- 
horn, it is alleged by the police, pass­ 
ed Miss Briel’s machine and cut over 
in front of her, forcing her car off 
the road and into a gutter. 
Damage 
to the extent of $100 was caused to 
her machine, it is said. 
Einhorn c a r­ 
ried insurance to cover the dam age, 
nccordtng to reports . 
Miller’s assault and battery charge 
grew' out of the collision of his m a­ 
chine and th a t of A. O. Larson, G et­ 
tysburg, driven by I* W. Guyer. at 
Cross Keys, Friday evening. 
Miller 
was proceeding toward Ham pton and 
was about midway across the Lincoln 
Highway, when G uyer’s car collided 
with the H anoverian’s machine. Miss 
Dorothy Miller. Hanover, 
was 
the 
most seriously injured in the crash, 
hut she is reported to he recovering 
nicely and complications are not ex­ 
pected. 
Her physician is said to have 
reported th a t she is about recovered.

Franzen lay dying in another bedroom 
with his throat cut. 
Four othe* children ranging in age 
from eleven to sixteen years sought 
hiding places when the

amuck, but all were slashed, one seri­ 
ously, before they were able to evade 
him and flee from the house.

LEAGUE STANDING 


Figures compiled by the departm ent 
of forests and w aters show th at 1,985 
tree planters set out a total of 8,236,- 
840 trees in Pennsylvania during the 
spring of 1925. 
This is the largest 
number th a t has been 9et out in one 
spring planting season since the de­ 
partm ent began to distribute trees to 
private planters. 
In spite of the pro- 
longer early summer drought, reports 
show th a t most of these trees are 
grow ing well and in time will produce 
fine lumber. 
13,156 In Adams 
In Adams county county, IO tree 
planters set out 13,156 forest trees, 
and in Franklin county 29 owners of 
forest land planted a total of 49,386 
forest trees. Clearfield county stands 
first among the 67 counties of the 
state with 54 tree planters, who plant­ 
ed 718,490 tree*. 
Cambria county 
ranks second tvith a total of 522,900 
planted trees, and Indiana 
county 
come* third with 435,745 trees. Berks 
county continues in the lead in the 
number of persons who set out trees. 
During the past spring 90 tree plant­ 
ers set out a total of 325,704 trees in 
all parts of Berks county. 
Cambria 
county is second with 87 planters, and 
Monroe third with 84 planters. 
Secretary S tu art is pleased with the 
progress th a t forest tree planting is 
making in Pennsylvania. 
The de­ 
partm ent of forests and waters is put­ 
ting forth special efforts to enlarge 
the nurseries so th a t the tree planting 
needs in ail parts of the state may 
be met. 
A large number of trees 
w'ould have been planted in the past

All groups of children sent out are 
accompanied by a competent adult, 
who remains available at all times. 
| during their stay in the com m unity in 
case of sickness or accident, either of 
I which rarely occurs because of the 
I care taken and physical exam ination 
given in selecting the

' these outings, it is stated. 
Lovable Youngsters 
Discussing the 
plan, Miss Beyer 
■ said: 
i 
“Fresh Air children will be found 
to 
be—just 
children. 
Like 
other 
children, they will have their a ttra c ­ 


tive and unattractive sides. 
But I 
most of them will prove to be lovable 
lads and lassies apt to win the hearts 
of their hosts. 
More women weep at 
parting from their guests than r e - 1 
jo k e a t getting rid of them when the 
vacation is over. And scarcely a child 
who fails to win affection will fail to 
move his host to pity if the host will 
strive to learn the real facts of the 
youngster's life. 
“The boys and girls may disclose 
shortcomings in certain respects, as, 
for instance, in w hat w'e call ‘m an­ 
ners,’ or in their habits of speech, or 
in expressing appreciation for what 
is done for them. 
But a host who 
honestly tries to put himself in the 
place of the chidren, and to under­ 
stand the entire lack of opportunity 
amid which they are born and reared, 
will marvel, not a t their shortcomings, 
but at the fact th a t those shortcom­ 
ings are so few' and, in most cases, so 
unimportant.. 
“ For the children sent out, the Fund 
asks merely care, hospitality and such 
simple entertainm ent as can be pro­ 
vided without undue expenditure of 
time, effort or money on the part of 
the host and committee. 
It is pos­ 
sible to do too much fo r the young­ 
sters. 
Committees have 
at 
times 
planned elaborate and expensive pro­ 
gram s for their Fresh Air guests ami 
afterw ard found themselves adversely 
criticized by their neighbors as a re­ 
sult. 
Relief From Heat 
“ It should be remem bered th a t the 
country itself is a novelty to the 
children, th a t the relief from the heat 
of their city homes is a treat, that 
much is being done for them in pro­ 
viding an abundance of good food, 
th a t w hat they need most 
is 
sun­ 
shine and fresh a ir and an opportunity 
to run and play 
free 
from the con­ 
finements of their narrow' streets. 
“There is no intention in saying 
these things to restrain the host in 
following out the generous impulses 
of a kind heart. 
There 
are many 
things th a t reasonably may be done 
which will help to make the Fresh Air 
fortnight the glory spot in a child’s 
life without m aking the vacation a 
burden to the host or th e committee 
and without bringing, disapproval on 
the good work. 
“Simple pleasures a re best where 
children are concerned.”

nounced the execution of the cou rt’s 
order. 
The bonded whiskey was taken to 
the dumping grounds near the Oyler 1 
and Spangler fertilizer plant Friday 
morning, said Sheriff Shealer. where j 
each bottle was broken and then the! 
straw and eard-board packing set fire J 
to complete the destruction. 
Twenty-five cases, ordered by the 
court to he delivered to the Annie M. 
W arner Hospital, were taken there a t j 
the same time, said Sheriff Shealer. 
j 
In the “pouring” party were Sheritf j 
Shoaler, Deputy Sheriff Blaine Bixler 
and District Attorney John P. Butt.

The local official stated this m orn­ 
ing that the number of cases destroy­ 
ed totaled approximately 
195.

STOCK REPORT 


I K. Underwood, county farm agent, to 
recall the angoumois grain moth dam ­ 
age of recent years 
and 
do

threshing early. 
Early threshing will preclude tho 
possibility of dam age from the moth, 
according to the farm agent. In many 
parts of the state last year, wheat 
was threshed in the fields and held in 
bins without injury through the pe­ 
riod when the moth gets in its dam- 
age. 
Under the handicap of few threshing 
outfits it is impossible for all grow­ 
ers to have their wheat thieshed in 
the field, or even before September I, 
when the least damage can be ex­ 
pected from the moth. 
It has been 
shown that the 
spring clean-up of 
barns and threshing before August I 
will contribute largely toward perfect 
control, according to observations of 
Pennsylvania 8 ta te College extension 
1 insect specialists.
